‘To the School Board and Citizens of Hampstead, N. H.: 


I have the honor to submit herewith my third annual 
report, and the tenth in the series of the reports of the 
‘district superintendents. 

During the past year, efforts have been directed 
toward the constructive up-building of ‘‘worth-while”’ 
school work, toward the discovery and the satisfaction 
of the needs of the pupils, and toward the broadening 
and the enriching of the courses of study so as to more 
‘eompletely fulfill the Program of Studies for the Ele- 
mentary Schools of New Hampshire. 

Greater enthusiasm and an increase in the desire for 
‘self-activity have been shown by the pupils. Those who 
have visited the schools must have observed that a busi- 
ness-like, wholesome atmosphere prevails. 

The attendance statistics, the roll of honor and the 
courses of study for the High School merit a careful 
inspection by the citizens. Note should be taken that the 
total enrollment has increased by 17, or about 12 1-2 per 
 eent, since 1913, that tardinesses have been inordinately 
numerous,, but that a deerease of 104 from last year’s 
figures has been made, that the per cent. of attendance 
for 1914-1915 shows a gain of 3.50 per cent. over that of 
the previous year, and of 5.07 per cent. over that of two 
years ago, and that the amount of state aid has been 
steadily increasing until it is more than double that of 
1912. 
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For the current school year to date, the High School, 
the Grammar grades and Number Three have made a 
very great reduction in the number of tardinesses. In 
this respect, the other three schools have made little im- — 
provement. It may be well to state here for the informa- 
tion of parents that the penalty for illegal and persist- 
ent tardiness is the same as that for illegal absence— 
‘‘ten dollars for the first offense and twenty dollars for 
every subsequent offense.’’ The responsibility falls upon 
the parent to see that his child is in attendanee ‘‘all the 
time’’ the schools are in session unless ‘‘execused by the 
school board of the district because his physical or men- 
tal condition is such as to prevent his attendance at 
school for the period required.’’ The responsibility falls 
next upon the school board, whose duty it is ‘‘to prose-- 
cute offenders for violations’’ of the attendance law. In 
spite of the utmost care and vigilance, infractions of law 
arise. This loss and waste of public money is inex- 
eusible. | 

In last year’s report the problem of school organ- 
ization was discussed. The great waste of time and the 
loss of valuable assistance to the individual pupils os- 
easioned by a system that brought thirty to forty pupils 
of eight different grades to a single school room for in- 
struction were among the reasons given for a change in 
school organization. The establishment of a grammar 
school at the center was urged. State Superintendent 
Morrison, after a personal inspection of our schools, sug- 
gested the ‘‘Six-six’’ plan as feasible. This plan is one~ 
that is being worked out in many of our best and most 
progressive New England communities. It makes possi- 
ble, because of its economical use of the time and the 
efforts of the teaching staff, many of the soundest and 
sanest developments of modern educational practice, oth- 
erwise impossible or impracticable for a small town. A 
commission appointed at the annual meeting of the 
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school district recommended the adoption of the plan, 
and brought together in joint meeting the members of 
the board of trustees and the members of the school 
board. A reprint of the minutes of this meeting follows: 
High School building, Hampstead, N. H., June 30, 1915. 

- At. a joint meeting of the trustees of Hampstead 
high sehool and the school committee of the town of 
Hampstead, held this day at the high school building, 
a conference has been held to consider the ways and 
means for giving instruction within this building and 
under the guidance of the principal of the high school, 
the scholars of the seventh and eighth grades in school 
districts No. 2 and No. 38, and such other scholars of 
these grades in the other districts as may desire to avail 
themselves of the privilege. 

This conference, it should be stated, has been 
brought about by the recommendation of a commission 
appointed at the annual meeting of the school district, 
held last Mareh, and which made its report at a special 
meeting of the district held June 12, current. This com- 
mission recommended, among other items, that instead, 
of maintaining eight grades in the district school. build- 
ings No. 2 and No. 8, and four classes in the high school 
building, that what is known as the ‘‘Six-six’’, plan. 
should be adopted. This recommendation was,.made at 
the suggestion of State Superintendent Morrison, after 
a personal inspection of our schools. The trustees have 
entered into this plan after having secured legal advice 
that they may lawfully do so under the terms. of the 
endowment. 

The trustees and the school committee planned to 
co-operate upon the following conditions: —_. | 

1.—The plan is an experiment,,., After, two. years 
from date it shall be open for reconsideration. It may 
be changed or abandoned before that time if mutually 
desired. e 
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2.—The expense involved in installing this plan shall 
be borne by the school district. 

3.—The school district shall bear the additional cost 
of heating. 

4.—All work done on the plant shall be done with 
the approval of the trustees and under their direction. 
The lower room at the expiration of this contract shall 
be left in as good condition as found. 

5.—The trustees of the high school and the school 
committee shall continue to meet in their separate ca- 
pacities as heretofore, but there shall be at least one 
Joint meeting each school term. 

~ 6—The immediate supervision of the school shall 
be under a board of control, who. shall have charge of 
the routine work, but subject at all times to the sanction 
of the two boards upon matters of special consideration. 
This board shall consist of three or five members, as may 
be deemed expedient from time to time. If three, it 
shall be composed of the president of the board of trus- 
tees, the chairman of the school board and the superin- 
tendent of schools of the district; if five, one member 
-shall be added from each board. 

‘4 '7,—The final decision of any question relative to the 
‘high school proper shall be with the trustees. 

“Two members of the board of trustees and two 
-méiibers of the school board approved these conditions 
for’ their respective boards. 

‘S This plan was put into effect at once, the lower room 
.of the high school building was divided into two parts,

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considerable apparatus for the science classes was 
bought, and sets of reference books for English history, 
nyodern language and English were added ito those 
placed on the shelves last year. 

We are now in a better position to meet the require- 
ments of the state department, and our high school re- 
tains its place on the approved list. 

Instruction in sewing in the grammar grades began 
early in the fall term, and cooking followed at the 
opening of the winter term. More recently warm lunch 
has been served at cost to those who wish. There has 
been too little time elapse to gain a true estimate of the 
value of this work. It should receive the warm support 
of all as a step toward more practical school training. 

The beginning of the fall term saw Mr. Trafton, 
the principal, in charge of the school, with Miss Mary 
Seymour, who had sueceeded Miss Day, as assistant, and 
Miss Marion Bridgham as instructor of the grammar 
erades. Miss Seymour is a graduate of Bridgewater, 
Mass., normal school, also of Radcliffe college, has had 
one year of post graduate work at the s ame college, and 
one year’s experience as a teacher on the staff of'a 
Massachusetts high school. 

Miss Bridgham, a graduate of Framingham, Mass., 
Normal schoo], household arts course, class of 1915, came 
to us highly recommended. 

Miss Bridgham has made an auspicious beginning in 
teaching sewing, cooking and music, in addition to the 
usual studies of the seventh and eighth grades, and next 
year will have the pupils ready to commence the second- 
ary course in the domestic arts. The boys of these 
erades have been engaged in chair seating since the be- 
ginning of the winter term and Mr. Trafton has given 
instruction. 


The new plan has made possible for the boys and the 
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the nature study course of the state program. The value 
of this work from a practical standpoint cannot be over- 
estimated. The course in nature study leads easily and 
and naturally to the science courses of the high sehool. 

After. the schools opened in the fall, it was apparent 
that the pupils at Number Seven, on account of the unm- 
ber of grades represented in the room, would be unable 
to secure the proper amount of training and instruction. 
To give equality of opportunity to all the pupils of the 
seventh and eighth grades of Number Seven were afford- 
ed transportation to the new grammar room in the high 
school building. Results have been shown already in 
added interest and in greater enthusiasm. At present, 
all the pupils of the town who belong to the two highest 
elementary grades are in one room and enjoy identical 
advantages, and at least twice the attention they re- 
ceived before. 

The school at Number Seven has likewise profited by 
the relief, and the teacher of that room now ean give ad- 
ditional time to each of the several classes of the first 
six grades. The relief from congestion has likewise re- 
acted very favorably upon the schools at Number Two 
and Number Three. Number Four has only three grades 
represented, and in consequence several phases of school 
work have been extended further than is possible in the 
other rooms. 

The work in the four elementary grade rooms is 
slowly but certainly improving in value. Plans are being 
formulated to give greater and more effective assistance 
to pupils who progress too slowly. 

The several teachers are instructed to give special 
attention to pupils who are not ‘‘making their grades,”’ 
and to endeavor to secure as close a co-operation on the 
part of the parent as possible. The superintendent is 
firmly of the opinion that much more ean be effected in 
this direction than has yet been accomplished. 
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The work of the ‘‘three R’s”’ is yet far from satisfac- 
tory, but ground has been gained and improvement 
made. It might be well to suggest that if the town li- 
brary had an alcove set apart for the younger children 
and shelves with attractive books suited to the interests 
of boys and girls of the formative period and the parents 
encouraged their children to the reading of well-selected 
books, the problem of securing good reading would be 
considerably diminshed. 

Few changes have been made in our teaching staff. 
This accords with the excellent policy of the school 
board in securing as highly trained teachers and in main- 
taining as continuous a service as possible. During the 
summer, Miss Gertrude Weinbeck, who taught last year 
at Number Two, resigned to accept a position in Massa- 
echusetts, and Miss Eva Whitcomb of Townsend, Mass., 
a graduate of Fitchburg, Mass., normal school, with five 
years’ suecessful experience, was elected to fill the 
position. — 

Last spring a parent-teacher association was formed. 
Meetings have been held to discuss local school needs 
and to suggest ways and means for satisfying them ; a 
number of lectures have been given by the officers of the 
state department of public instruction, and by several 
superintendents from neighboring districts; the meet- 
ings have been well attended and much good has al- 
ready resulted. Through the efforts of the organization 
several urgent needs have been satisfied. This is a good 
step in the right direction. Every parent and every citi- 
zen is cordially invited to become active members of the 
association and attend with the idea that it is the place 
where school questions may be discussed freely, frankly 
and openly. 

The attention of all is ealled to the rapid develop- 
ment of the manual training and wood working courses 
in the schools of New Hampshire. <A large number of 
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towns have effective work done in this very practical 
branch. To make our work in the practical arts ecom- 
plete, some effort should be made to have wood working 
periormed by the pupils of the grammar school. There 
are few lines of endeavor which are so well suited to 
pre-adolescent boys and girls. Besides moral power, the 
sense of responsibility is often aroused, and some project. 
made at the bench may be the proper stimulus to native 
talent and the beginning of some successful eareer. 

I earnestly recommend that some way be provided 
by which we ean furnish appropriate instruction and 
adequate equipment for a course in wood working. 
Possibly by combination with other towns instruction in 
manual training, drawing and music ean be had at small 
cost. By private benefaction already a set of tools have 
been secured for the use of the boys in Number Three, 
where instruction in wood working and sewing for the 
girls will be begun very soon. 

The report of the medical inspector on other pages. 
should receive careful consideration and thought. 

In conelusion, I desire to recognize the faithtul, eun- 
scientious work of the teachers, to express my appreCia- 
tion of the treatment accorded me by your active and 
able school board and by the board of trustees, and to 
thank the citizens and the parents who have responded 
so nobly and so well to the unusual demands of the past 
year. ni

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MEDICAL INSPECTOR’S REPORT | 


There are a few things to which I wish to eall the 
attention of parents this year: 

1.—Teeth. In my examination thus far I notice that 
many of the children have a less number of decayed 
teeth than last year. This is very gratifying, because it 
is very important. As I stated last year, all decayed 
teeth should be filled or removed. 

2.—Drinking cups. The universal drinking cup has 
been discarded. The individual cup is unsatisfactory, 
because it gets dusty and dirty unless washed, daily. An 
attempt will be made to introduce paper cups, if satis- 
factory control can be secured. 

3.—Lice. Hereafter when necessary children will be 
examined for lice, and if any are found such children will 
be sent home, as in other cases of contagious diseases, 
according to law. } 

4.—Vaceination. The state board of health will in- 
sist on enforcing the compulsory vaccination law and no 
child will be allowed to attend school next year unless 
vaccinated. 

5.—Examination. A more complete physical exam- 
ination will be made later on. An examination of the 
heart, lungs and nervous system will be made unless 
parents object.
